Motion made by Har- 
land E. Bedell and seconded by Merle Powers that we 
raise $15,000.00 in a contingency fund for buying a 
new fire truck for Monroe and $5,000.00 for operating 
the Fire Dept. Passed by voice. ($20,000.00 total.) 


Motion made by Loren Bort and seconded by Linfield 
Ward, to see if the Town will appropriate the sum of 
$15,000.00 (fifteen thousand) for the purpose of keep- 
ing a Physician in Town and maintaining the Clinic 
for ensuing year. Total votes cast 98, necessary for 
choice 50, Yes 50, No 48. Ballot Vote. 


Harriet Hinman made the motion to raise $7,000.00 
(seven thousand) for the library instead of $6,500.00 
as was in the budget. 


Meeting recessed at 11:00 A.M. until 1:30 P.M. 


ARTICLE 3—Loring Chace made the motion to ac- 
cept the Article as is. Seconded by Merle Powers. Mo- 
tion passed by voice vote. 


ARTICLE 4—Loring Chace made the motion that the 
Article be passed over for one year. Seconded by Har- 
land E. Bedell. Motion passed with voice vote. 


ARTICLE 5—Helen Clement made the motion that 
we raise the amount raised last year, seconded by 
Rev. Carleton Foss. Ballot called for: Total votes 
cast 75, necessary for choice 38, yes 29, no 46. 


ARTICLE 6—Motion made by P. J. Blanchard to 
raise the amount in the Budget. Seconded by William 
Bunnell. Motion passed by voice vote. 


ARTICLE 7—Motion made by Donald Hall to raise 
the amount in the budget. Seconded by Elwyn Gibson. 
Motion passed with voice vote. 
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ARTICLE 8—Motion made by Elwyn Gibson to raise 
$200.00. Seconded by Donald Hall. Motion passed 
with voice vote. 


ARTICLE 9—Motion made by Harland E. Bedell to 
raise $15,000.00 (fifteen thousand) for State Aid Con- 
struction. Seconded by P. J. Blanchard. Passed by 
voice vote. 


ARTICLE 10—Motion made by Harland E. Bedell to 
raise $15,000.00 for Water Construction. Seconded by 
Norman Ward. Passed by voice vote. 


ARTICLE 11—Motion made by P. J. Blanchard to 
raise $5,000.00 (five thousand). Seconded by Elwyn 
Gibson. Passed by voice vote. 


ARTICLE 12—The following motion made by Don- 
ald Hall and seconded by Harland E. Bedell. Passed 
by voice vote. Made a motion that the Town elect a 
governing committee to have control and be responsi- 
ble for the operation of the Clinic, the committee to 
consist of the following members:

(4) Are you in favor of the adoption of amend- 
ment +4 as proposed by the Zoning Commission for 
the Town Zoning Ordinance as follows? The sub- 
stance being that no dwelling or other building shall 
be constructed without written permit from the 
Board of Selectmen and requiring that the State of 
New Hampshire Building Specifications be met and 
plans or specifications of the building to be presented 
to the Board of Selectmen. Yes 99 No 66.

Everyone is wel- 
come to come and look around. Motion made by Don- 
ald Hall to accept the report. Seconded by William 
Bunnell. Passed with voice vote. 
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ARTICLE 18—Loren Bort made the motion, second- 
ed by Laura Bort, that the men who collect the rub- 
bish should drive in and pick it up for all who are un- 
able physically or because of age or any other reason 
unable to have it beside the road. Motion passed by 
voice vote.

REPORT OF THE MONROE FIRE DEPARTMENT 


During the year we answered the following calls; 


1 Brush and Grass Fire 
1 Out-of-Town house fire—Barnet 


NUMEROUS false alarms 
3 nights we burned grass around the town which 
could be hazardous. 


I would like to apologize for all the false alarms 
which we have had since the Red Phones have been 
installed. I know it has been very annoying to the 
people who live close to the fire stations, as well as to 
the firemen who have had to answer the alarms. There 
are several reasons why we have had as many false 
alarms. One main reason is that the telephone cable is 
underground, another is that most of the telephone 
service is automated. I have been working on this 
situation, wtih the telephone company, and hopefully 
we may be able to correct most of the problems in the 
near future. 


I would like to explain the Red Phone system, brief- 
ly. If you have a fire, you dial 2633, as in the past. 
When one of the Red Phone monitors answers give 
your name and location, then hang up. The one receiv- 
ing the call will ring the alarm. The only people to 
call 2633 after the alarm is rung are the firemen from 
the station. This number has remained the same as it 
was in the past. 


I woud like to commend the people in this town for 
their good housekeeping habits, and for the fire pre- 
ventive methods which they maintain in their homes 
and businesses.

3. To see if the voters will authorize the Selectmen 
and Town Treasurer to borrow a sum or sums not to 
exceed $175,000.00 in anticipation of the collection of 
taxes for the current municipal year, and to issue in the 
name and on the credit of the Town negotiable notes 
therefor, said notes to be repaid during the current 
municipal year, from taxes collected within the current 
municipal year. 


4. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate 
twenty-six thousand one hundred and eighteen ($26,- 
118.00) dollars for a fire truck, and authorize the with- 
drawal of eight thousand one hundred and eighteen 
($8,118.00) dollars for this purpose from the Revenue 
Sharing fund established under the provisions of the 
State and Local Assistance Act of 1972, with the bal- 
ance of eighteen thousand ($18,000.00) to be raised by 
taxation. 


5. To see how much money the Town will raise for 
the support of Northeastern Vermont Regional Hospi- 
tal, Littleton Hospital, Woodsville Ambulance Service, 
and St. Johnsbury Ambulance Service. 


6. To see how much money the Town will appro- 
priate for the purpose of keeping a physician in town, 
and for the support of the Clinic. 


7. To see how much money the Town will raise and 
appropriate for Town Road Aid. 


8. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $488.75 for the White Mountain 
Community Services, Inc. 


9. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $200.00 for the White Mountain 
Regional Association. 


10. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $385.00 to North Country Home 
Health Agency, Ince. 


11. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the required amount for State Aid Construction. 


12. To see how much money the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for Water Works Construction. 


13. To see how much money the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the capital reserve fund for 
the purpose of a sewer disposal unit, the sum not in 
excess of one half of one percent of the last assessed 
valuation for the purpose thereof. 


14. To see if the Town will establish a Planning 
Board and make available to it the legal powers and 
duties and authorize and empower the Planning Board 
to approve or disapprove in its discretion new subdi- 
visions and plot there of, showing streets, or the wid- 
ening thereof, or parks.

If 
the article is adopted, it shall further be the duty of 
the Town Clerk to issue all certificates of failure, when 
the Planning Board shall fail to take action as provided 
in Chapter 36.

16. To see what action the Town will take in regard 
to purchasing a trailer for the use of Town Mainte- 
nance.

REPORT OF THE FOREST FIRE 


In New Hampshire, forest fire control is a cooperative state-town 
program. The Town Forest Fire Warden, appointed by the Director, 
Division of Resources Development upon recommendation of the 
Selectmen and the State’s District Forest Fire Chief is responsible 
for fire suppression and other related duties. The State shares equally 
with the town in the cost of most forest fires, except illegal and care- 
less fires, which are charged to the responsible party. The State 
further provides fire detection services, prevention programs, fire 
training for town wardens and crews, and back up equipment for fire 
suppression. 


By authority of the State, the Town Forest Fire Warden controls 
all outside burning in his town except backyard cooking fires. Any 
person wishing to kindle a fire when the ground is not covered with 
snow must obtain a fire permit, free of cost, from the Town Forest 
Fire Warden. No permits will be issued for fires between 9:00 A.M. 
and 5:00 P.M. unless it is raining, except for commercial purposes. 

Please be careful when using fire, remember it can be an ex- 
tremely useful tool when under control but once allowed to run wild 
it can become a disastrous and devastating force. Only you can pre- 
vent a forest fire.

RE: Immunization Requirements for School Entrants 


FROM: Newell J. Paire 
Commissioner of Education 


I am taking this opportunity to forward to you the in- 
formation recently received by the Department of Education 
which relates to Immunization Requirements for school en- 
trants. The purpose of this directive is to make clear to you 
which immunizations are now required, RSA 200:38 “Control 
and Prevention of Communicable Diseases” was passed during 
the last legislative session, July 1971. 


200:38—I states “‘All children shall be immunized prior to 
school entrance according to the current recommendations of 
the State Public Health Agency.” 


The recommendations of the Division of Public Health 
become requirements of the State Board and local schocl 
boards by this statute. 


The immunizations listed below must be completed prior 
to school entry: 


1. Measles Vaccine (live-attenuated ) 
(Having had measles is acceptable, when verified) 


2. Oral Trivalent Polio Vaccine (Sabin) 


3. Diphtheria, Pertussis, and Tetanus (DPT) 
(Adult type DT when over 6 years of age) 


4. Rubella Vaccine 
Routine smallpox vaccination is not recommended. 
Other vaccinations are optional. 


200:38—III states ‘‘Ad/ children shall be examined prior 
to schocl entrance to detect symptoms of tuberculosis and may 
be periodically examined during his school experience.” 

Tuberculin Test (intradermal) (Within one year 
prior to school entrance) 


It is urgent that parents be informed of this requirement at 
the earliest possible date, so that the necessary plans can be 
made with the family physician or other medical resource to ac- 
complish this standard prior to opening of the next school year. 


A recommended schedule for initial immunizations and 
boosters will be made available to all health care providers at 
an early date by the Division of Public Health.

Prior to the opening of school several changes in 
the staff took place due to the resignation of Mr. 
Richard Fagnant, principal at the Monroe Consoli- 
dated School, who became elementary teacher con- 
sultant for the Caledonia Central Supervisory Union 
in Danville, Vermont. In order to fill the void Mr. 
William Fullerton was employed as part-time prin- 
cipal and Miss Maryanne Kulig, a graduate of Castle- 
ton State College in Castleton, Vermont, was em- 
ployed to teach math on a half-day basis. 


The supervisory union board reluctantly accepted 
the resignation of our music teacher, Miss Nancy 
Erickson, who left us to return to Connecticut. Miss 
Linda Morash, a music major graduate of Boston 
University, was employed to fill the music position.

REPORT OF THE ASSISTANT 
SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


Due to the cutback in federal funds we were not 
able to offer guidance services to the Monroe Con- 
solidated School as we had a year ago. However, next 
year Monroe will be participating in the Supervisory 
Union shared services program. These shared services 
will be in the areas of guidance, music, art, and phy- 
sical education. This will give some of the smaller 
school districts an opportunity to comply with the 
state minimum standards and, more importantly, to 
offer additional services to the children of the district. 
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Our speech and hearing program continues to be 
successful. Our new therapist, Mr. John Ferente, 
visits the school for one day every other week. During 
the odd weeks our teacher aide, Mrs. Barbara Glines, 
follows up on the work done by the therapist. The 
teacher aide position was added in November primari- 
ly to give extra instruction to the children in the 
speech and hearing program. Mrs. Glines has also 
assumed a number of other tasks which has helped 
the regular classroom teachers to increase their in- 
structional time. 


Mr. Fullerton and the staff have been studying the 
reading program and have decided to use a single 
basal reading series in grades one through eight. 
Heretofore we have used one set of basal materials in 
grades five through eight and a number of different 
basal texts in grades one through four. The staff is of 
the opinion that using the same program throughout 
the eight grades is very beneficial. It ensures that 
reading skills will be taught in proper sequence avoid- 
ing unnecessary duplications or omissions. 


I would like to take this opportunity to thank the 
staff, school board, and voters of the Monroe School 
District for their support.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT’S SALARY 


Section 5, Chapter 243, Laws of 1953 of the State of New Hamp- 
shire requires that school district annual reports show the total 
amount paid to the superintendent. 


One-half of the supervisory union expenses is prorated among 
the several school districts of the union on the basis of adjusted 
valuation. One-half is prorated on the basis of average daily mem- 
bership in the schools for the previous school year ending June 30. 
The Superintendent of Supervisory Union #23, during 1972-1973, will 
receive a salary of $18,775.00, which is made up as follows: $2,500.00 
to be paid by the State Department of Education and $16,275.00 pro- 
rated among the several school districts. Allowance of $1,500.00 for 
travel within the Union is also prorated as stated above.

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REPORT OF THE WHITE MOUNTAINS REGION ASSOCIATION 
SUMMARY PROGRAM OF THE WHITE 
MOUNTAINS REGION ASSOCIATION 


1972 — (35th Year) 


The officers and directors held two meetings to re-assess the 
goals and projects of the Association to make them more meaning- 
ful for the 1970’s. Out of these two, eight hour sessions came agree- 
ments on five programatic objectives. They were the need to insure 
a quality environment, orderly development, improved public trans- 
portation facilities, vocational training, and the need for a commu- 
nity college. The first objective has received the most attention since 
these sessions were held. In this regard the Association sponsored a 
workshop on air pollution in Berlin. 


The Association has spoken out on the need to preserve the 
small family farms and, thus, it has actively supported the Open 
Space Bill, HB44. The Bill permits selectmen to tax land upon 
current use instead of its potential value. The Association spoke out 
in support of this Bill at a senate hearing in Concord and contacted 
the state senators and representatives in the region notifying them 
of the Association’s position on the subject. 


The Association sponsored a very successful sewage conference 
in Waterville Valley. Billed as a “‘sharing of ideas’’ the conference 
dealt with some new concepts in sewage treatment such as combin- 
ing wood wastes with sewage to make fertilizer. 


The Association organized a hearing on regional planning in 
Twin Mountain and worked with the Town of Carroll in setting up 
what turned out to be the most successful snowmobile hearing in 
the State. 


Finally, as an integral part of its annual meeting the Associa- 
tion, held a very exciting panel discussion on ‘‘Development/En- 
vironment.’’ Gov. Frank W. Sargent of Massachusetts, a former 
commissioner in the Department of Natural Resources there, ad- 
dressed the group following the annual dinner on a theme in keeping 
with the theme of the meeting, “Best Use of Our Natural Re- 
sources.”’ 


Non-environmental Association activities for the past year in- 
cluded: help in preparing background information for the Berlin and 
Whitefield Airports for the hearings in Concord before the Civil 
Aeronautics Board; creation of a new Association logo and a very 
successful fall foliage shunpike folder; continued promotion of the 
off season through news releases and the sponsorship of several 
canoe races, the most ambitious and successful of which was the 
New England Canoe Slalom held in Campton. Also, the Association 
assisted a group in Berlin develop a plan for a hotel trade learning 
course.
